Rome, July 14— "While there Is 
life, there is hope," was all the con- 
BOlatlon that Dr. Lapponl would give 
Mandajr nisht Is adoittliig/that Pope 
LM'a c(m41tkMi waa "rarjr traTa." 

The pontiff baa nf^eyed another re- 
lapse and he laid Tuesday morning In 
a more critical condition than at any 
time ilnce the middle of laat week. 
The aeml-ooniatoea condition Into 
which ha fell at midnight and the eon- 
faied atate of hit beretofbre ladd 
mind on bis awakening at an early 
hour Tuesday morning, accompanied 
by a still greater depression than dur- 
ing Monday, are regarded as symp- 
toms of the grarest nature and as 
pointing to aa Imminent dlasohrtlon. 
Even if the early evening medical 
opinion was less pesHimistic and Dr. 
Mazzonl thought he end wa? not in 
Bight, he expressed the belief that 
unless the disease took an un«cpeeted 
turn, thara was no reaaon to appre- 
hend the death for two or three days. 
This statement, however, did not re- 
lieve the anxiety o( those who know 
that powerful stimulanta are con* 
stantljr administered. 

Hie extreme Weaknesa. 

Some attribute the pontiff's extreme 
weakness Monday night to the exces- 
sive mental and physical efforts of the 
pope In receiving visitora and hearing 
mass. Never before has the patient's 
weakness progseesed as It did Mon- 
day. For the first time since bis slck- 
rees the pope asked to have the shut- 
ters almost closed, as the light hurt 
bis eyes, and at the same time, con- 
trary to his custom, he begged to be 
left aa quiet as possible. Another 
noteworthy symptom of his weakening 
condition was the difllculty with 
which he took his medicine and nour- 
ishment. Previously, indeed, during 
his whole life, Pope I.«o has been 
against tha prescriptions of doctors or 
anything which had the aspect of be- 
ing forced on him. His feeling of fa 
tigue and Indllference was interpreted 
aa a sign that his TiUlltr waa test dt 
' mlnlsbing. 

Toe Weak to Speak. 

T^te Monday evening nine cardi- 
nals, including Satolli and MartinelK, 
were admitted to the sUk room, but 
the pope could not even apeak to 
them, merely giTlng tham hla hand to 
kiss. 

Dr. Rossini Is reported to have said 

in an Interview Monday. "The pope's 
pulse reaches 90 pulsations and over. 
'Just calculate how many times it has 
pulsated in 93 years and you will un- 
derstand that in his present condition 
all hla organs and the pulse must end 
by getting so tired that they will stop 
forever." 

At the" American embassy it was 
said that no request, offlcial or dtber- 
wise, bad been received np to Mon- 
day for Information regarding the 
pope's condition. King Edward has 
instructed the British ambassador. Sir 
Prancis Bertie, to telegraph twice dally 
the condition of hla holiness.

St. Petersburg, July 14.— According 
to the newspaper Novlkrai, published 
at Port Arthur, Russia has Informed 
China that she Is compelled to exclude 
foreigners from Ifttuduvla and post- 
pone the opening or Itanehurlan porta 
owing to the presence of Englishmen 
and Americans, who, in disguise, are 
engaged in espionage. Russia, accord- 
lag to tba paper, promises to open the 
porta alz years hence, when the coun- 
try haa ha eo traaqniUsed a ad settled.

He and Officers Made Efforts to 
Find the Body of Miss 
Carrie Selvage. 

SHE Disappeared IN MARCH, isoo 



Two Ghouls Found Her Wandering 
Demented on a Country Boad tha 
Morning SbM Disappeared. 

Was Captured By Tham, Kept In a 
Cabin For Weeks, and Later Was 
Chleroformed and Burled in 
a Robbed Qrave. 



Indianapolis, Ind., July 14. — Acting 
on statements made in affidavits by 
Rufus CaatraU, tha. "king of the 
ghouls," aarring sentence at tha Jet- 
farsoBTilla rafonaatory. oScars, ae> 
companled by Cantrell, who was 
brought here Monday afternoon, vis- 
ited the Union Chapel cemetery, near 
Nora, 11 miles from Indianapolis and 
two grsTes were opened. It was ex- 
pected, according to a statement of 
Cantrell, that there would be found 
the body of Miss Carrie Selvage, an 
Indianapolis school teacher, who dis- 
appeared from tbe Union state taoapi- 
tai March 11, 1900, and was narar 
found. 

According to the story of Csntrell, 

two ghouls found the woman wander- 
ing on a country road as they were 
returning from a grave-robbing expe 
dltlon on the morning of her disap- 
pearance. They Invited her into the 
buggy, found she was demented and 
took her to a cabin In Hamilton coun- 
ty, where she was kept for weeks. 
She was moved later to a but in In- 
dianapolis and then when tbe search 
for her became so close, cBloroformed 
her and burled her body la tba Vnicm 
Chapel cemetery. 

Cantrell, when be arrived at tbe 
cemetery Monday nlRht, was uncer- 
tain as to which grave she was buried 
in. He said she had been placed in a 
grave that had been robbed several 
months beftore. Miss Selvage's broth- 
er wss In the party. Two praves were 
opened and one was ftJiind to havc> 
been distiirhed as Cantrell said it 
would be found, with the rough box 
broken open and the coffin lid turned 
upside down. Tbe body In it was not 
recognized by Mr. Selvage. Other 
graves will be opened Tuesday. Can- 
trell, In his confeBsions, claims to 
know the secret of the disappearance 
of Kenneth Lawrence, a wealthy 
young man who Inherited 1400,000 in 
Illinois and Indiana property and dis- 
appeared from Bellefontaine. O.. be- 
ing last heard of In New York. The 
sberitr of Logan county, Ohio, and the 
mayor of Bellefontaine. O., are herj 
consulting with the officers. The dis- 
closures of Cantrell are being Inves- 
tigated.

NEARLY A SCORE WERE INJURED. 



A Wonan*s Presence of Mind in HaT- 

Ing Electric ('urrent Sliut ofT Prob» 
abljr Saved a Catastrophe. 



These Who Had Fainted From Fright 
and Those Who Were Injured 
Were Quickly Removed ta 
the Heepltal Tent. 



Denver, Col., July 14.— The big teat 
endeavor, in which the Christian En- 
deavor convention has been held for 
the laat four days, was blown over 
Monday while more than 8,000 per- 
sons were under the canvas and near- 
ly a score of men and women were 
slightly Injured. Mrs. Jessie M. 
Tbornburg, of Denver, was the most 
severely hurt. Her nose waa gashed 
and her acalp raeaired aaToral cuts. 

A. M. Ramsey, of Chicago, quickly 
sprang on a chair and called to the 
people to hold up the canvas and 
poles. This allowed tbe air to circu- 
late and prevented suffocation. As it 
was. many women fainted and. were 
extricated from the folds of the can> 
vas with much dlfllculty. 

Mra. Winifred Sleep, of Denver, 
who was in charge of St. .Mark's ho.s- 
pital tent, seeing the catastrophe al 
the big tent, telephoned to the elec- 
tric light company to shut off the cur- 
rent This prevented any damage 
from the live wires that bad fallen 
with the tent poles. 

Impriaaned Delegates Extricated. 

As soon as most of the Imprisoned 
dogates had been extricated from 
the folds of the tent, they congrcKatcd 
in the open air and li>-l(l an impromptu 
praise servic <\ 

The session was in full progress in 
the tent when a sudden squall lifted 
up the big canvaR as if it were a bal- 
loon. The guy ropes and the main 
poles were pulled from their ulares 
and the gust of wind, momentarily 
ceasinK, the tent roof collapsed. 

Even aa the tent was in tbe ascent, 
many of the worshipers became panic 
stricken. The screams set up by hun- 
dreds of women was bushed by the 
fall of the canvas. Hue before the ciil- 
lapse ended, Mr. Ramsey had had time 
to spring on a chair and to call loudly 
on the men to bold up the canvas^ and 
to catch the poles as they fell. 

llnndrrds of men sprsng to their 
feet aiKl those who were not tripped 
Ity the entangling canvas. caiiKlit the 
poles and balked the chute. More 
than a thousand persons, who had sac 
near tha walls of the tent, escaped tbe 
tolls of the tent and Immediately 
formed thcnT^i h cs info a ii'srue corps. 
Those who had fainted and those who • 
suffered from Injuries were quickly 
removed to the liospltal tent.
